Their former front line on the out- 
skirts of Avion was hammered with high 
explosives and considerably damaged. 
The Canadian guns did much counter 
battery work to the east of Lens, where 
most of the enemy’s guns now are lo- 
cated.

Reductions, $1 to $5, 
Will Be Made by . 
First of July.

Washington, D. O., June 28.—[{Spe- 
cial.J—The price of coal is coming 
down at once, according to the offi- 
cial assurances of the administration 
following a tentative agreement on 
prices reached by the bituminous coal 
operators today in what Secretary of 
the Interior Lane pronounced the 
most remarkable industrial confer- 
ence in the history of the nation. 

The operators, representing every 
producing state, agreed that the price 
of bituminous coal, beginning with 
July 1, shall not exceed $3.50 a ton 
of 2,000 pounds at the mine. 


DEFINITE PRICE LATER. 

This maximum price is to hold until 
the secretary of the interior, the feder- 
al trade commission, and the commit- 
tee on coal production of the council 
of national defense can investigate 
conditions and fix a maximum price 
for the period of the war. 

The operators also undertook to en- 
force a limitation of 25 cents a ton 
upon the profits of ;abbers and brok- 
ers, so that soft coal will cost the con- 


many middlemen the coal passes be 
fore it reaches the ultimate conéumer, 
BIG CUT TO CONSUMERS. 
The operators pronounced the maxi- 
mum price agreed upon a reduction 
from prevailing prices of from §2 to $5 
aton. On Illinois soft coal the reduction 
will probably range to consumers from 
$1 to $2 a ton. The greater cut will be 
on high grade eastern bituminous. , 
A further flat cut of 50 cents was 
granted to the government. 
Director Smith of the geological sur- 
vey estimated that the reduced prices 


get $180,000,000 less annually for their 
output and that the saving to the gov- 
ernment and the coal consuming public 
would be even greater. The consumer 
will get his coal at the mine price plus 
transportation charges and 2 cents a 
ton. 


DELAY ACTION ON HARD COAL, 

The agreement does not affect anthra- 
cite, and the coal production committee 
‘announced tonight that action on that 
problem had been postponed until after 
July 1 by agreement with the operators. 
The anthracite producers have indicated. 
willingness to meet the government in 
the same spirit manifested by the bitu- 
minous men. 

Representatives from various states 
were asked to quote the minimum price 
at which they could furnish coal. The 
Clearfield district of Pennsylvania 
agreed to cut its price for coal as it 
was loaded at the mouth of the mine 
from $6.25 to $3, with $3.50 for lump 
sizes. Tennessee came down from $4.50 
to $3. Virginia did Ukewise. West Vir- 
ginia reduced the current contract price 
of $5.60 to $3, and Illinois and Indiana 
reduced their prices to §2.75 from an 
average of $3.50 for coal as it came 
the rhine. an 

BIG CUTS ELSEWHERE. 
Alabama, Which mines under difficult 
conditions with special expenses, re- 
duced its price from $5.50 to $3 at the 
lowest and for $4 at the highest.

Boulshevkisists Hold the Bag. 

The Boulshevkisists, representing the 
extreme radical elements, are for peace 
without annexations or indemnities, and 
stand by the Zimmerwald platform. 

They are clamorous and assertive and 
it must be remembered that in these 
times in Russia, clamor and assertive- 
ness are not negligible quantities be- 
cause they take hold of the imagina- 
tions of a population intensely respon- 
sive to the dramatic and pictorial. 

But the fact remains, the Boulshevkis 
group appears to have been left holding 
the bag, which contains only rhetoric, 
while all the more moderate Socialistic 
and revolutionary groups rallied to the 
provisional yovernment. 

What brought about the test of 
strength was the posting in Petrograd 
streets last week of placards calling on 
the workingmen and soldiers of the 
Boulshevkis group to demonstrate on 
June 23 against the government's pol- 
icy for the war’s continuance, on the 
following grounds: 

“The capitalists are continuing the 
war, thus making hungry peovle more 
numerous. Hard times and unemploy- 
ment bring a counter revolution nearer. 
The provisional government openly 
gives its assistance to the imperialists 
and bourgeoisie. Our patience will soon 
be exhausted, and we must make our 


ful demonstration. 

“We therefore ask soldiers and work- 
men to go into the streets with the 
watchword, ‘Down with the duma! 
Down with the ten citizen ministers! 
Down with anarchy! Down with the 
war! We want bread and freedom!’ ” 


Warning Against Riots. 

In reply t® this appeal, the govern- 
ment promptly posted a proclamation 
telling the people they must keep quiet 
and that any attempt at violence would 
be suppressed with a firm hand. | 

This proclamation was followed by 
other placards from the general con- 
gress of workingmen and soldiers of all

Men at Fort Sheridan 
Are Also to Learn 
‘Bomb Harling. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 
’ Fort Sheridan, Ill., June 28.—[{Special.]} 
j7—In among the maze of trenches being 
dug by the officer candidates in the 
training, camyp here are two stretches of 
open, unmolested ground. 

“ There,” said Capt. Oscar N. Solbert, 
for three years instructor in military 
engineering at West Point, ‘“‘ we shall 
build little ‘ blockhouses.’”’ - 


Like Rifle Pits. : 

“They are-really not blockhouses. To 
be exact they are nothing more than 
small circular trenches. In the center 
are two gabions—what you would call 
columns made of a cylinder: formed by’ 
basket work and filled with earth. These 
support the overhead cover, 
“ These little * blockhouses,’ in spite 
of their size, are complete fortresses 
in themselves. They are only twelve 
feet in diameter. In each one there are 
placed two machine guns and about fif- 
teen men with rifles. There is no con- 
necting trench to any other part of the 
field work. The men are given rations 
for three or four days and they stay 
there and fight until their ammunition 
runs out and they are captured or until 
they are killed." 


How They Hurl Bombs. 

Capt. Solbert also shattered the con- 
fidence of a large number of candi- 
dates who have thought until today 
that they would make excellent bomb- 
ers because they can throw a baseball 
+ well. 

“That's a fallacy,” said the officer. 
“The baseball player who throws 
bombs the same way as he does a ball 
will find he has a glass arm in a few 
minutes if he isn’t stopped at the firat 
throw. ;

[Special.]—There are more than 

500,000 jobless Americans of 

military age, enough for the 
first increment of the new national 
army, according to a compilation of sta- 
tistics made publie today by the census 
bureau. 

The tabulation reveals that there are 
10,079,500 men between the ages of 21 
and 30 years and, therefore, subject to 
milftary duty. 

Of the total eligible for military duty 
there are 5,729,400 who are single men 
and 4,554,900 who are !married, 120,900 
are divorced or widowers, and 40,300 who 
have not been reported either married 
or single. The “percentage is 53.3 of 
single men and of married 45.1. 

On occupations, exclusive of , 500,500 
not gainfully occupied, estimated at 5 
per cent, the following classifications 
are made: 

Agriculture, forestry, and animal hus- 
bandry, 29.9 per cent, or 2,864,000 men.

sp for the liquor problem. 

A straightaway prohibition bill, with no exemp- 
tion, would be a solution. We may ultimately have 
to come to that solution. But we believe it would 
be unwise to adopt it by an abrupt legislative 
gesture. Alcohol, we think, has been too strongly 
interwoven in the social fabric to justify tearing 
it out with no regard to the loose threads that 
would be left by the operation. 

We believe there are certain definite and valu- 
able reforms that can be made without disturbing 

-» the social fabric. We think the manufacture and 
sale of whisky and other distilled drinks should be 
prohibited. We think the president or a food con- 
troller should be given the power to limit the 
amount of grain used for other alcoholic bever- 
ages. We think stricter regulations might be 
thrown about the sale of these beverages. 

A prohibition against distilled spirits is a long 
step towards the solution of the liquor problem. 
It might ultimately prove ineffectual, but it is 
worthy of a trial.

Arthur Balfour has already the Order 
of Merit, and since he wants no peer- 
age, there is virtually nothing left in 
tne gift of the crown to bestow upon 
him save the Order of the Garter. which 
would naturally have the effect of con- 
verting him into Sir Arthur Balfour. 

The only instance of the Garter being 
bestowed.upon a commoner since the 
beginning of the nineteenth century was 
when ing George a couple of years 
ago bestowed the distinction upon + is- 
count Grey, then a baronet, his baro- 
netcy dating from 1814. Previous to 
that George I. had given the Garter 
to his premier, Robert Walpole, who 
thus became Sir Robert Walpole, K. G., 
by which style he was known during 
the following sixteen or seventeen years, 
until finally raised to the peerage by 
George II. as Earl of Orford. So that 
Arthur Balfour will be the third com- 
moner to receive the Order of the Gar- 
ter since the reign of the Tudors.

That the Russians are not so intensely 
prejudicéd against the members of their 
former reigning house as the stories 
which come to us from Petrograd would 
have us believe, is shown by the fact 
that the recently reorganized National 
Historical Society of Russia has elected 
Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelaiovitch to 
be its president. 

No better choice could have been 
made. For among his countrymen he 
stands preéminent in the realm of his- 
torical research, and has won in the past 
all sorts of national and foreign hon- 
ors, including membership of the In- 
stitute of France and of the French 
Academy of Science. 

That he long foresaw the present war 
is apparent from the fact that while 
accepting these French tributes to. his 
achievements as a historian he invaria- 
bly declined to accept any compliments 
of this kind from organizations of a 
kindred character in Germany. 

He is the eldest son of the late Grand- 
duke Michael, and brother of the Grand- 
duchess Anastasia; uncle, therefore, of 
her daughter, the Crown Princess of 
Germany, and brother, too, of Grand- 
duke George, of Grandduke Michael, 
who makes his home in England with 
his morganatic wife, Countess Torby, 
and of Grandduke Alexander, who spent 
the season at Newport shortly before 
the war, and is married to the ex-em- 
peror’s sister, Grandducheéss Xenia. 

Nicholas Michaelaiovitch has always 
been renowned for his liberal views, of 
which he made no concealment, being 
indeed known at Petrograd as “the 
red grandduke.” Indeed, much of the 
immunity which the late Count Leo Tol-

The grandduke is a tall and striking 
looking man. He has been engaged for 
some time in writing a work covering 
the reign of Alexander I., the publication 
of which bids fair to create a sensa- 
tion. For he has had at his disposal 
sources of information which until the 
recent revolution were open to no other 
historian, namely, to the archives of the 
imperial house of Romanoff, in which 
he has made all sorts of remarkable 
discoveries. 

One of his works, published shortly 
before the war, was a compilation of 
the letters addressed by the consort of 
Alexander I. to her mother in Germany 
which effectually set at rest the famil- 
iar legend according to which that mon- 
arch survived his alleged death in 1825 
for nearly forty years as a monk, or 
rather hermit, near Irkutsk, in Siberia. 

The official announcement of Nicholas 
Michaelaiovitch's election to the presi- 
dency of the National Historical Society 
of Russia, describes him as grandduke, 
from which it would seem that no at- 
tempt has been made to deprive the 
princes and princesses of the house of 
Romanoff of their titular honors, save 
in the case of the ex-emperor and ex- 
empress.

While Emperor Charles has been 
crowned and consecrated as king of 
Hungary and has taken the oath to 
observe its constitution, he has failed 
until now to take the customary oath 
to observe the constitution of.the Aus- 
trian molety of hie dual monarchy. 
Emperor Francis Joseph took this oath 
at Olmutz on the day of his uncle Dm- 
peror Ferdinand’s abdication and of his

INSURING CARS 


Risk Firms Say Owners 
Give but Little Aid in 
Prosecution. 


Stealing automobiles has become 60 
successful an industry that the insur- 
ance companies operating in Chicago 
have seriously begun to consider cutting 
out theft insurance on all cars. Some 
fine day automobile owners may wake 
up to find they can get no insurance. 
This statement was made yésterday at 
a conference between Lawrence Richey, 
formerly of the United States secret 
service department, and an insurance 
man chosen by the insurance companies 
to organize a campaign against the 
thieves. Mr. Richey is manager of the 
Automobile Protective and Information 
bureau. | 

“If things continue as they have 
gone,”’ said the insurance man, “ either 
the companies will be compelled to re- 
fuse to insure autos against theft or 
they will have to limit the insurance 
to something like half the value. 


Lose Interest in Car and Case. 

“Owners give neither the police nor 
the insurance companies any assistance 
worth mentioning in convicting thieves. 
Almost invariably their attitude seems 
to be: ‘To hell with the car. The in- 
surance company’s got to pay for it.” 

“This attitude makes it easy for the 
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cute. If the company pays the loser the 
machine becomes the property of the 
insurance company. . 

“But the insurance company cannot 
appear as owner to prosecute because it 
did not own the car until it had paid the 
man from whom it was stolen. The 
owner, reimbursed, loses interest in the 
car and the case. : 


Costly Cars Seldom Stolen. 

“ High priced cars are not often stolen. 

A rich man usually has a chauffeur, s0 
@ costly car is harder ‘to get away 
with.’ Thieves want the cheaper one, 
the one that resembles the general run 
of cars and is quickly ‘lost’ in the 
street. 
“ Also, the lower priced car is easier 

to dispose of. And if the thief is caught, 
especially if an insurance company has 
paid for the car, the poor man finds it 
impossible to waste time to assist in 
prosecution. 
“TI am glad to say that recently the 

parolling and pardoning of boys who 
steal automobiles has almost stopped. 
The boys are being held to the grand 
jury now, and it will have its effect.

Springfield, Ill, June 28.—[Special.]— 
The Fiftieth general assembly of Iili- 
nois probably will adjourn sine die some 
time tomorrow. Gov. Lowden is pre- 
pared to work all night clearing his 
desk of the seventy-nine bills that await 


executive action out of a total of 327 | 


dumped on him ten days ago. 

All sorts of rumors are heard regard- 
ing a last minute proposition to revoke 
that part of the June 17 joint resolu- 
tion calling for a sine die adjournment 
tomorrow, but the prospects afe that the 
joint resolution will not be changed. 


Some Hearings Urged. 

Hearings are desired on the third de- 
gree bill, the Jackson “ Birth of a Na- 
tion” bill, and on several others. Gov. 
Lowden said he had not determined his 
course on these bills. 

The governor’s veto messages, to be 
gubmitted to the legislature tomorrow, 
will be formidable, and probably break 
all records. He permitted twenty-seven 
bills to become laws without his sig- 
nature because he was not satisfied they 
were good bills. 

The governor tonight is on the last 
lap of the appropriation bills. It ia re- 
ported that more than $3,000,000 has 
been sliced from the bills. No attempt 
will be made by the legislature to pase 
any of the vetoed bills tomorrow. ~ 

The tax levy bill stands at $41,000,000 
annually. The governor has signed the 
Smejkal bill, making a state tax rate

uniform textbook Bill was his answer to 
the school textbook publishers, who pro- 
tested vigorously against the measure.

The governor also signed the series 


of ‘Dilis agreed to between coal mine 
operators and the miners’ union with 
respect to mining conditions.

Gov. Lowden signed fhe bill for $276,-

eral post roads, thus securing the gov- 
ernment appropriation of the same 
amount. 

The most important bill the governor 
permitted to become a law without his 
signature was Judge Scully’s central 
registration bill for Chicago. This 
changes radically the method of regis- 
tration for primary and general elec- 
tions. 

In the list of twenty-seven bills that 
went through without the governor's 
approval were most of the bills intro- 
duced by Senator Glackin of Chicago, 


One of these provides that funds may. 


be borrowed on local improvement war- 
rants. Senator Glackin says this means 
the Michigan avenue widening project 
will be undertaken tomorrow and that 
actual work will begin in September. 

Gov. Lowden would not approve or 
veto the revision of the Chicago Mu- 
nicipal courts act, which now goes to 
the people for a referendum. 


Laws Without Signature. 

Other measures permitted te become 
laws without signature were: 

The Sydney Lyon bill to prohibit cor- 
perations from practicing law; the bill 
transferring fifty acres of South Chi-

MOBILITY THE 
ONE BEST BET IN 
RUNNING A WAR 


BY COL. HENRY J. REILLY. 
In yesterday's article the difference 
between exterior and interior lines of 
communication was explained. Also it 


was shown how a number of years 


prior to the war Germany’s attempt to 
build up an interior line of rail com- 
munication from central Europe through 
the Balkans and Turkey to Central Asia 
had brought her into diplomatic conflict 
with Great Britain, with the consequent 
drawing together of Russia and Britain. 

In India Lord Kitchener, who was in 
command of the British forces, thor- 
oughly realized the danger which threat- 
ened in the future, and, therefore, un- 
dertook a complete reorganization of the 
defense of the country. This involved 


a fight with Lord Curzon, the viceroy, 
who, thoroughly impregnated with all 


the erroneous civilian ideas as to mili- 
tary subjects, could not understand the 


necessity for the vital reforms proposed 


by Lord Kitchener. 

Ultimately Kitchener had his wey, 
with the result that the forces in India 
were reorganized, and, above all, re- 
grouped in such a way as to be imme 


diately available with the means of com- 
munication which existed. 


Main Question in Balkans. 

In the Balkans the question of com- 
munication was at the bottom of a very 
large part of all the trouble. Besides 
Russia's desire for a road to the sea 


and Germany's wish for a road to the 


orient, was Austria-Hungary’s desire 


age ie by a railway to Saloniki. . This was 


due to the fact that the few ports she 
had were on the Adriatic, the mouth of 
‘which could be closed by Italy in case 
of war. 

In Italy the question of communica- 
tion was 4 Comparatively simple one, as 
she had but two possible military 
problems before her in Evrope proper, 
one a war with France and the other 
one with Austria-Hungary.‘ In either 
circumstance she needed to be able 
qui@kly to transport men and material 
from the various parts of the country 


}to the extreme northern frontier, in one 


ease to the western part of it and in the 
other to: the east. 

In France the question of communica- 
tion resolved itself into four possibili- 
ties; having to face Spain, Italy, Ger- 
many, or Germany and Italy together. 
The great danger, of course, was Ger- 
many. 

This was well recognized with the 
result that the most complete prepera~- 
tions as far as’ communications were 
concerned were made in order that the 
army might be quickly mobilized and 
concentrated upon the German border. 


Russia’s Big Problem. 

Russia’s problem was a tremendous 
one, due to the immense distance within 
her own border and the fact that she 
should have been prepared to face Ja- 
pan in the extreme orient or Germany 
and Austria-Hungary on her western 
frontier, to say nothing of the necessity 


{to be prepared to fight in the Caucasus 


and central Asia. 

Ab has been brought out in previous 
articles, her lack of railway develop- 
ment was primarily responsible for the 
considerable time she needed for mobdili- 
zation, and her concentration in Russia 
proper, rather than close to the Ger 
man border. 

What she did in the Russo-Japanese 
war was a great deal more than was 
expected, considering her single railway 
through Siberia to the far east. How- 
ever, the fact remains that she was 
seriously hampered by her lack of suf- 
ficient ications.

Germany’s Plans Elaborate. 
Like every other question connected 
with war, Germany thoroughly under- 
stood the value of c ications, with 


‘the result that the general etaff had 


prepared the most ‘elaborate plans for 
prompt mobilization and concentration 
on either the Russian or French and 
Belgian frontier, and also quickly to 
transfer troops frém one border to the; 


other. 
Where it was seen that the existing 


-railways did not provide proper facili- 


ties, other railways were built, even 
though the ordinary peace life of the 
country did not warrant their construc- 
ition. The railways which were to 
bring the troops in front of the Belgian 
border and the sidings on which they 
were to be unloaded existed for years 
prior to this war. 

Austria-Hungary’s problem, like that 
of Germany, consisted in being ready to 
face in two directions: Toward Italy in 
the west, or Russia and Roumania in 
the east, or both, to say nothing of hav- 
ing to watch Ser to the south. While 
her preparations were nothing like as 
efficient as those of Germany, the ques- 
tion of communciation was carefully 
studied, and most of the necessary steps 
taken to insure prompt movement in 
case of war. 

In examining the question of commu- 
nications prior to the war, it is seen 
y not only possessed in- 
terior lines, raphically, but that he 
thoroughly understood the importance 
of being prepared to take advantage of 
this fact, and consequently took the 
necessary steps in railway construction.

H® following experiment is given 
for what it is worth. In the hands 
of a careful cook, it seems to me 
that whites of eggs in particular, |} 
when left over, ag when eggs are low in 
price, might be preserved in this way 
advantageously. 

If a home drying apparatus was one 
of the possessions of this same cook 
she might put up a good many whites 
of eggs in little paraffin paper envelopes 
—perhaps these home made—in one, two, 
three egg portions, etc. 
The particular precaution is, do not 


of egg begins to cook at a temperature 
not much above 180 degrees, and above 
that you will get jelly like chunks, which 
will not dissolve readily, nor will it be 
worth much as a leaven. Two eg 
whites dried, and then dissolved in three 
tablespoons of water, I found to beat 
up just like fresh whites to the/ point 
test, and a cake made with them was 
good.
